Whe FPuzileda and Uscertainties of Eer
Marringe Laws.

The London Dai'y News has the following:—

“'A coase on tho ioterpretation of the English
Inw of marriage, which has just been declded
by Bir James Wilde, throws & curioas light on
some of the difficulties of the subject. A youny
lady of the name of Wormald, saeed sixiean,
cloped with her father's foolman, a cerlain
Thompson Neale, aged ecighteen. his young
man bhad made every nccessary preparation
for the event, with one lttle exception.
In his native parish ia  Lincoloshire he
had caused the banus o be put up, he
had fixed the deay and hour, and engased
the clergyman to attend, To the legality
of his proceeding there was only one objection
—he had given his intended wife's name ns
Morumild instead of Wormuld, When the oler.

man, who happened to come from anelghbor-

g parish to oblige the incambent of Noale's

arish, met the partios at the altar he asked H
heir names woro those stated in the notice of
banns, and the girl replied that her nnme was
Wormald. Then he performed the ceremony in
that nam», and the register wns daly tilled up
accordingly, Next day the bride repented of
her choice, nud returned (o ber iather's house,
Thatgentieman al once took steps to have the
marrlnge declared irregular; and in this he
has succeaded, Every one will rejoios that o
ellly girl escapes even at such cost n pro-
bable life of misery; but the means by which
her resous was eflected illastrates some  of
the puzzles attachivg to our marringe sysiem.
As the law now standas, 5 marriage under (alss
numes is bad only if both parties are cognizaut
of the error. Ilnd, therefore, the clergyman

roceeded with the ceremony on the assuwmptios

hat the pames in the banns were correot, there
would have been no evidence that Miss Wormald
knoew that ber pame hao been given meorractly,
and, #s 4 consequence, the marriage muast have
been pronounced valld, Now o clergyman 18
not bonnd to make suy such previous ingquiry,
and thus it was the mere sceldent of his putting
the quesiion, and the bride being sufliciently
ogollected to distinguish between the soand of
Wormald aud Moramild, that enabled her atwar-
wards to eseape from the cousequences of her
foohsh net,

1L cannot be sald that this is & very satisfac.
tory stute of the law, The provisions of our
marringe system have indeed 1 this cnse broken
down on seversl of their mo-t important points,
They eeek to prevent clandestine juvemlo mar-
ringes; yet here is & cae in which, but for »
mere scordent, a good marringe would have
been effected belween n footman and his mas.
ter's dauphter, sged sixtecu, without the slight.
est warning to Ler psrents, They s2ek to give
certainty to the maurringe relation; yet here s
an eotirely new quedtion ralsed, which the
judge cannot decide without takiog some days
to consider it, Moreover, we may ecasily soe
how u very slight chaoge of clrevmatances
might bave méade the result entirely different,
Had Neagle given the young lady's name as
Worumild (which, in Iact, it is far from im-
probable he may bave meant to do, as the
parish clerk showed him three different ways
of spolling the name which he understood was
iutended, and n groom might perbaps easily
mistake an ‘N’ for a *W') the ailfference in souond
would not bave struck the girl’s ear, she would
then bave remained igooraut of the error,
and consequantly her marriage would bave
been good. Nay, it ebe had even inquired about
the spelling, und discovered the inaccuracy 1o
that respect, there would have still been a
question whether the two unmes were not
substantially the same, or st least too little
different to vitiate a marrinze, Aud yet if w
any of these particulars we try whether we
could obyiate the difficully by altering the terms
of the law, we shull only find onrselves involved
In worse mischiefs, It we were to declare that
here, as in Frauce, no murriage of a minor
should be pood without consent ol parents, we
should merely give to villains an opportunity
of repudiatiug at pleasuie the wedlock mto
which they had lured thelr young and unthink-
ing vicums., It we were to enact that aoy
error in the banns, whether koown to one of
the parties or not, «hould vitiste the transac.
tion, we should provide every one with the
most convenien' means ol secrelly rendering a
marriage bad, thouph to all outwurd appear-
ances it was good.  1u faet, we way dismiss
any such uxpedients from ocur mind as impeac-
ticable, for they were both resnrted to in Lord
Hardwicke's Murriages Act of 1754, avd we found
ourselves in 1824 obliged lo repeal them,

“lpom the colonirs, however, thers comes to
us & suggeation of a ditferent character, Soulh
Avustralia has lately passed an act to consolidate
gnd awend its Marriage laws, which sawaits the
sanction of the Sccretary of state.  In Lhis
mensure the general rules are, that any regis-
tered clergyman, or amy distriet registrur of
births, etc., may celebrate u marriage, tae
essentisl part of the ceremony being only a
declaraticn before two wituesses that the par-
ties take each other for man snd wife, In the
case of minors s written consent by parents
must be produced. In sll cases, tourteea days'
notice of the names of the patrtlies mast be givan
to the reglstrar in each district. After the mar
riage tukes place the fact is doly entered iu a
bouk. All these requirements are enforced by
heavy penulties. bBat whils thus far South
Australia follows English lnw in a general way,
here comes the essential didercocs. Bupposing
any of these requirements are neglecied, the

enallies of fine or imprisonment are infheted,
g:u the muriinge ia vot declared bad. 1t is, in-
deed, specincally enscted thal ‘no marrioge, in
fnot, shall be ayeided by reason only of nny de-
fect or error in the decluration made respectiog
the same where the {dentity of the parties is
not in question:’ and it is further declared tant
no erjor in stating that consent hud been given,
or in the resldence of the parties, or in the for-
mality of the licepse or certificate of notice,
ehall be admitted to be proved, but that the
register ahall be conelusive evidence of all mar-
riages eutered therein, and upon no grouml or

retence shull be impeached, Now, here, at
enst, we have something approaching to ocer-
tainty, Questions may, indeed, arise about the
register volume itself, and, of course, nuy plea
of lorgery must still be tried in atlempiing o
prove or impeach identity. But st last we have
the great toct thal, given an eniry in the proper
rogister, and given that the identity ol the par-
ties is made oul, no fal:ehoods or blundering
aboutl numes, or notices, or wilnesses, or consent
of parents, or churacter of clergymen, or conse-
cratlon of buildines, can in any way impesch
the fact of & marrisge belpg bad between the
parties who at the time were represented by the
registered numes.”

PRUSSIA.

Her Army and How It 18 Made Up,
A_ wriler in the Cornhul Magazine saya: —
To moke nn obpoxtous mstitution popalar it
required nothing but to make the people be-
lieve it un ipstitution of their own creation.

This stratngem bas wouderiully suceeeled in

Prussin, Nine Prussinng out of ten glocy in
the army, bul the tenth hates il with o fierce
hiatred,

The governing principle in the Prussinn army
is subordination in Its mwost exhaustiog form,
entire abandonment of free will in every re-
speet, A most rigorous military code ol {:u\m

enforces obedience In all eases, The comniis-

sloned oflicers form a military aristocracy,

whese influence on the poitical and social

uflairs of the courtry cannot be overrated. Toe

connecting link between commissioned ofli :ers

aud wen 1s formed by the pon-conmissioned

ollicers, whoee position in the army 18 extiemely

important, A young man who enters the Army

s & profession has his earcer marked out for

the remainder of his hile, as nuearly all govern-

ment appointments, nol requiring special or

superior training, are at the aispo-al of soldiers

who huve served a number of years, or who

by eome special cause, have obtamned & claim

on  the government. Pulicemen, ratlway

guards, costom-house  ofllcers,  tipsinils,

bathils and the countiess multitude of the lower

oflicials are chiogen from among the non-ecom-

missioned oflicers, whilst corresponding oflices

of a higher position are reserved 1o commis-

sioned oflicers, Itisthus Government callects
o host of dependents around it whose influsuce
on elections is often decisive, The progeny of
the military amstoeracy lorol-hes part of tone

material for vacant commigsivng, whilst the re-
mainder are flied up by appointments from

smongst the volunteers of all classes, who are
well edocated and possesged of some means,

Very different elements nre thos brought ia
contact with cuch other in the various regiments,
but the esprid de corps and routine of service
guon assimilate them, and they ull end in be-
coming the willing instrutsents of Government.
A great many ofteers sre educated 1n the
cadet houses, of which there are saveral in the
provinces, and one in Berhin, where the youug
men receive their final traming,  Of thess insti-
tutions I will but say that the education they
give is utlerly useless for unv other profession
than the military, The greater number of
officers 18 appointed from wmong the volan-
teers (avanfageurs), who enter the army as
privates, having to find a guaranty lor a node-
rate monthly uhowumn- that variesin the dider-
ent regiments and hranches of the service,

®* % = The majority of the private soldiers
belovg to the sgricoltural olasses, who fn Prus.
sin, u8 elsewhore, form the least intelligent por-
on of the npie. and take very hitile, if nay,
interest in political matters. Henco they form
nn admirable material loc the army of an abso-
lute Govirnment, The young soldiers, when
thoroughly drilled, are, as a rule, well treated,
and full of youthful enthusinsm; rejoiclug in the
liberty from hard manual work, possessing
ample opportunities to indalee in the cheap nnd
novel pleasures of 4 garrison town, tho recruits
soon like their new lite, Officered by men who
form & favored and exclusive easte in the com-
munity, I believe that vine-tenths of the army
would blindly obey the most despotic orders,
and the Government knows well that 1t can
place reliapee on the army.

Any one looking at the Prussian army esti-
mates, and obserying the proportion of that part
of the public expenditurs to the general revenne,
will see at a glance how feariul s burden the
army mesl be to the uation. All other public
interests are mude subservient to the military,
and, In consequence, the salaries of public offl.
cisls nre sbsurdly low in Prussia, An officer
corresponding in rask to an Eugllsh couonty
court judge recelves s salary with which any
ordinary merchunt’s clerk in London would be
dicsmristied.

feet bigh by two leet wide: the thickness of the
Iron pluted was u Hltle over 4°10 incbes, and
1hat of the steel plates § inch, and Lhe respeo-
tive welghts 8976 pounds for the iron, and 6842
pound4 for the steel, It was found whils »
ound of conr! evapornted 320 pound« of waler
n the steel boller, it evaporated only 2°561 pounds
in the fron one. To perform the same smount
of work it required in the wronght iron boller 28
er cent, more fuel aud 30 per cent. more time,
t the Iron Works conducted by thoe Messrs,
Harkort, fifteen atcel boilers nre now in unse,
and ope of them, which s made of soft Besge
mer stecl, has been tound to give quite ss good
reanlts us the others.
